On which, I being an Eye and Ear Witneſs all the time, am willing to make 
Come Remarks. 

- Although I am nor a Perſon that delights in Controverſie, or takes Pleaſure in ſuch 

"Debares, yet was willing at this time to be preſent, and to dbſcerve how, and in what 

* gemper, this Conference would be managed, which was Commendable on both ſides 
-.- at firſt, in making their Supplications unto God ; but it continued not long in fo Edi- 
*fying a Method ; for when the Clergy had, read ſome Letters that had pailed berween- 
»them and the Quakers, the Quakers deſired, and had ir granted, that their Anſwers 

Emight be read in Courſe, bur the Clergy would have proceeded to read their Proofs, 

(which the Quakers objefted againſt, becauſe they had not Copies of their Charge, aC- 
& cordirg togheir Requeſt ; neither were the Preliminaries agreed upon. And I am 
perſuaded, had the Clergy granted that, and behaved rhemſelves Grave and Solid, and 
proceeded in a Chriſtian Spirit of Meekneſs and Love, they would have been more ac- 

* .Ceptable to the People, and fatisfafttory ro the Auditory: Bur on the contrary, the 
C45 very Soberly Appealed to the People, both againf their Proceedings, Levity

Rem, Here's no Quotation, no Reference to any Book ar Books, out of which th 
things were proved,it vas but to ſome, and at a Corner ; yet to the great Satisfaction 
the Auditors, who cried out Blaſphemy, Blaſphemy! 1 doubt the Quakers will Ridicule x 
Corner-Story, that was fo little heard, and gave ſuch great Satisfaftion, and cay 
a Cry of Blaſphemy, Blaſphemy ! Which few heard but thoſe in the Corner; for I 
furc that all the time I was not far from the Scaffold, ard I heard no ſuch repeat 
Exciamations: Theſe things are more like to be to the Diſadvantage of the Clergy th 
their. Keputation; and thoſe People that are apt to improve every Advantage again 
them, and are ready by theiFruits and PraQtice of ſome Clergy-Men to compare them 
thoſe falſe Prophets, which preached for Hire, and divined Þr Money, and that ſougt 
their Gain from their Quarter, who by their Lies and Lightneſs cauſed the People to E 

Beſides theſe People, from 'the Clergy's not quoting their Books, nor Reciting th 
words which they ſay are Blaſphemy in this Printed Account, will be ready to ſuggel 
That the Clergy were COnlcrious to themſelves that the Words would not amcunt 
Blaſphemy, becauſe they only Jmpoſe them upon their own Authority, as if Ipſe dixit 
as one there told them, were ſufficient : And it's much bur they'll ſuggeſt, that theſe 
Learned Reftors, that confeſs there are ſeveral Thouſands of the Quakers in Norfolk 
and Suffolk have been very Careleſs and Negligent in the diſcharge of their Office? 
who alledge they have the Care and Cure of $9uls, and are well paid for ir, and ac 
count the Quakers Blaſphemers, and their Principles Dangerous, and yet have not alk; 
this while proved the fr as publickly in Print, as they are expoſed in their Books, 
and underitood ſo little of the latter, till of late, as they ingenuoſly Confeſs: Is:

And for old Parſon Meriton to be included amongſt theſe is more ſtrange ; for the”

*Burroughs's Terms, which wcre never urged as Terms, as I heard, till then : Beſides

omitted in the Letter, which the principal Managers, as they ſtile themſelves, viz. 
” Edward Beckenham, D. D. Refor of Gozton Thorpe, Henry Meriton, Reor of Ox- 
borough, Lancaſter Topcliff, ReCtor of Hockwold, have hinted in that Remarkable and

Burt let me be Charitable to the Auditory, quoted for their Enuntiation of Blaſphe- 
my, Blaſphemy ! for ſurely either they were Ignorant if they fo did ; or thoſe learn- 
ed Clerzy miſrepreſent them, for it is granted by them that the Charges are yet to 
prove. $0 that for any thing they did, that Six Honrs they were at the Conference,

/ not yet proved; yet fay thoſe Reverend Retors, the People were generally ſatisfiedyuy 
if ſo, ſurely theſe People, or the Clergy, or both, were very weak, ro conclude Men 3 
Guilty before Tryal or Proof ; but peradventure theſe Maſters of Words, and Men of * 
Learning, may mean by their couching the Matter thus, that the People were farisfied, -* 
they neither did, nor could prove what they charged the Quakers with: For it it was:

And notwithſtanding their reſolute friendſhip, allowed not the Quakrs that proviſion they reſerved 1n 
the firſt Paper, viz. the common Priviledges to ſuch occaſions belonging, which is a Mutuzl agreement of 
time, place and method, and to have an account of the Books, Authors and Pages, when they agreed on 
that method of Charging. . 

I ſhall now make a few Remarks on the Certificate, which theſe Learned Divines have obtained, asthey
